MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR: 

1. I concur in the recommendation that the DCI not sign this letter to 
Jim Lucas. I would think it better that it be signed by Col. White, who is 
in charge of construction, or that I sign it. Lucas, who is the mili tary 
and foreign aid specialist for the Scripps-Howard papers, has many accurate 
statements in this article which he obviously received from GSA. While he 
should be set straight, as the attached letter does, I am afraid that, if 
the Director signs it, you will likely cause him to show the letter around 
charging you with being thin^kinned, even though that is not so. I think 
it would be better if a subordinate signed it. 

2. The cUpping that you are quoting from, is not the complete story 
as released by Scripps-Howard. The full S 0 ripps-Howard story by Lucas is 
attached hereto, marked "Tab A." 

3. It might be a good idea to have Lucas come by and have a talk with 
Col. White and me regarding the stoxy, which is based on OSA data.
